Taxation of Incomes 

Action was taken regarding the tax- 
ation of incomes in case of the income 
of both husband and wife.

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A League to Suppress Nations 


The League of Nations scheme, 
as disclosed in the proposed con- 
stitution, is an elaborate attempt 
to establish the milleneum in an 
unregenerate world, 

This milleneum, however, is not | 
to be one of volition, but one of 
dictation, Peace is to be estab- 
lished, not because the peoples of 
the world in the enjoyment of 
recognized justice and liberty de- 
termine to live at peace, but be- 
cause a powerful group of nations | 
set their seals to a document de- 
declaring that there shall not be 
under any circumstances a resort 
to force. The authority it is pro- 
posed to give the executive coun- 
cil and congress of delegates rep- 
resents a power as complete and as 
far-reaching in military matters as 
the Kaiser aspired to establish 
over the nations of the world. It 
is laid down as a condition of the | 
League that each nation must 
forego its freedom to establish and 
maintain such military and naval 
forces as seem to it necessary to 
the protection of its rights and 
legitimate promotion of its inter- 
ests and must accept such defini- | 
tion of these rights and such pro- 
tection of these interests as the 
League of Nations may see fit to 
give. There is also in the pro-| 
posed constitution latitude allow- 
ed for the extension to an unspeci- 
fied extent -f the authority of the 
League over national affairs other 
than those of military and naval 
defence. In fact, just how much 
liberty the individual nation will | 
have left under this proposed 
League dictatorship is a matter 
that cannot be decided until the 
terms of the constitution have 
heen worked out in detail and an- 
nouneed in the full and complete 
regulations by which the will of, 
the League is to be imposed upon 
the world. 

Peace is the ideal of the world. 
But the prevention of hostilities is 
an essentially different matter | 
than the establishment of peace. 
Peace only exists in the recogni-, 
tion of justice and liberty. Hor- 
rible as the fact is, it is none the 
less a fact that there is a possi-| 
bility even worse than the possi- 
bility of another world war—that | 
is, the possible creation of a con- | 
dition in whieh there ought to be, | 
but would not be, war. <A condi- | 
tion under which injustice to- 
wards a single nation would be 
backed by such overwhelming | 
foree that effective resistance 
would be manifestly impossible. 

China is an example of a nation 
that long ago fell into the delusion 
that the blessings of peace are to 
be attained by keeping out of war 
under any and all cireumstances— 
and China is the result. The Em- 
pire of China, containing one-third 
the population of this world and 
natural resourees beyond computa- 
tion, has a civilization that was old 
before the western civilization be- 
gan, It was a high civilization, 
and it is essentially a civilization 
whose object is to preserve peace 
at any price; and today China is a 
by-word among the nations in all 
that relates to progress, develop- 
ment and enlightenment) From 
the standpoint of China what is 
needed , and has been needed for 


that would wake up the people of 
that Empire to national conseious- 
ness and to a realization that stag- 
nation is not a state of bliss, 
Struggle is the law of human 
life. That law is older than man. 
Man cannot change it. He ean 
ignore it, but only by paying the 
penalty. Just as national progress 
and development are the result of 
the individual enterprise of the 
citizens of the country, so the civil 
ization of the world is advanced 
by the struggle between nations to 
attain superiority. There is no 


standing still in the life of the in- 
dividual or of the nation ; and just

Germans Show More Signs of 
Causing Trouble; Unwilling to 
Accept the Armistice Terms
